tinent as possible. For the first four 
months no lmnplight will be needed. 
No special attempt will, for various

Ioeitlenliilly it may be remarked that 
the Antarctic continent comprises an 
estimated area of 8. 000. 000 squure miles, 
a sixth of the entire surface of the 
globe. So far as known the only in- 
habitants are icebergs. glaciers, 
whales, seals, penguins and some other 
animul- 

In the course of his remarks last 
evening. Dr. Cooli referred to the dis- 
covery by t apt l.ar/en. of the Dundee 
fcealin- tied, who found on Cape Sey- 
mour, in latitude M south, about fifty 
balls, apparontlv made- by human 
hands, of Mad and clny. and perched

"This is the tirst evidence, laid Dr. 
Cook, "of human existence in the Ant 
arctic. To my mind human habitation 
on the Antarctic shores is not impossi- 
ble, nor do I deem it by any means im- 
probable to find there an isolated tribe 
of men, feeding and dressing from the 
liberal sea farms." 

At the conclusion of the address 
eteps were taken to appoint a commit- 
tee of the section which will assist Dr.
